Critical Comments 

While the board appeared to wel¬ 
come the proposals as being con¬ 
crete and to the point, critical com¬ 
ments came from some directors. 
Director Ted Byerly urged that at 
least one of the weatherman con¬ 
trol units be shown to have the 
capacity to operate correctly, “be¬ 
fore the whole lot are worked on". 
Director Joseph Comproni question¬ 
ed why the North End frame 
homes did not have higher priority, 
since they presented the biggest 
problem in wasted heat. O’Donnell 
replied that the piping system in 
the North End was in poorer con¬ 
dition and more of it would require 
replacing than in the South End, 
so that it was economically more 
feasibly at this time to convert 
the South End plants. Director Ste¬ 
phen Polaschik injected a further 
element, saying he was not satis¬ 
fied that conversion to hot water 
was the answer (Polaschik resides 
in 12 Court Ridge which has re¬ 
cently been so converted). Eunice 
Coxon, from the floor, expressed 
concern whether the membership 
would be able to vote on the nec¬ 
essary fund expenditure, and was 
so assured. 

Chairman Smith congratulated the 
Engineering and Maintenance com¬ 
mittee for the evident effort put 
forth in the report, while referring 
it back to the committee and staff 
for estimates of the actual amount 
of the fuel that would be saved; 
he agreed with Byerly also that 
the weatherman controls needed to 
be experimented with before a mass 
recalibration was undertaken. 

Finance Report 

A Finance committee report com¬ 
prising a number of separate items 
was given by director James Fos¬ 
ter. Studies are proceeding on com¬ 
puterizing the corporation's book¬ 
keeping. improving the employee 
pension plan, and hiring an insur¬ 
ance counselor. The report also pro¬ 
posed carrying liability insurance 
for officers of the corporation; this 
was accepted by board motion, and 
will be incorporated in the over¬ 
all insurance package. With regard 
to a previous request by Mrs. Cox¬ 
on for a trustee fund to be set up 
to accumulate the money to pay 
for the deferred GNMA 1974 mort¬ 
gage payment, the report recom¬ 
mended continuing the present es~

Toward the end of the meeting, 
the board heard with interest a sug¬ 
gestion by O’Donnell that a legisla¬ 
tive Affairs committee be set up to 
discuss upcoming state legislation 
on housing and other matters, so 
that input could be provided at 
Annapolis on behalf of cooperatives. 
Director Virginia Moryadas strong¬ 
ly supported the creation of such 
a committee and volunteered to 
cover the housing legislation. Smith 
and the board members conferred 
with the manager on ways to ob¬ 
tain such information on a contin¬ 
uing basis.

EPA Plans For Hearing On 
Greenbriar Sewage Plant 

Ground rules for the adjudica¬ 
tory hearing on the Greenbriar on¬ 
site temporary sewage treatment 
plant were discussed at a prelim¬ 
inary hearing held at the Environ¬ 
mental Protection Agency (EPA) 
Washington offices on January 7. 

The EPA hearing examiner, 
Thomas B. Yost, determined that 
the order of presentation of cases 
would be Washington Suburban 
Sanitary Commission (WSSC), 
Greenbriar Associates, Prince 
Georges Environment Coalition 
(PGEC), EPA and the city of 
Greenbelt. WSSC and Greenbriar 
are protesting that some of the 
standards set down by EPA in 
granting a discharge permit for 
the treatment plant were too 
stringent. PGEC is alleging that 
the standards are inadequate. 

Under the hearing procedures, 
actual testimony by expert witnes¬ 
ses is prepared in advance and 
exchanged by all the parties. When 
the actual hearing is held the 
written testimony is filed for the 
record and the hearing consists of 
only cross examination of the wit¬ 
nesses. 

The following schedule for var¬ 
ious procedures was set: 

January 21 - Submittal of ar¬ 
guments on legal issue of whether 
EPA has authority to require Class 
A operators. 

February 12 - Submittal of testi¬ 
mony by appellants. 

March 5 - Submittal of testimony 
by EPA and exchange of rebut¬ 
tal testimony by other parties. 

March 26 - Submittal of rebut¬ 
tals on EPA testimony. 

April 14 - Tentative hearing 
date. The hearing is scheduled to 
begin at 10 a.m. at the Greenbelt 
city council room. The hearing 
will be open to the written media 
and to the general public insofar 
as facilities can accommodate. 
However, the general public can 
not participate. TV coverage 
would require special arrange¬ 
ments. 

Questions were raised about the 
permit which runs to July 1 ex¬ 
piring before a decision could be 
rendered. It was noted that an 
extension of time was one of the 
challenges to the permit. EPA 
advised WSSC to file a new permit 
application with the State in the 
event the permit was not extended. 
WSSC estimated that the permit 
should be extended to December 
1975 in order to assure that it be 
in effect until the Western Branch 
was completed. 

Richard Schifter, Greenbriar at¬ 
torney, questioned whether PGEC 
was a proper party to the hearing. 
Judge Yost indicated that the Re¬ 
gional Administrator had already 
made this decision but that through 
cross examination Schifter could 
raise a question of what PGEC’s 
interest in the case was. 


No Easy Solution For 
Police Space Needs

Several plans for relieving congestion in police headquarters 
and in city offices were discussed at a city council work session on 
Wednesday, January 8. 

Spokesman for Greenbelt Lodge #32 of the Fraternal Order 
of Police was Detective Robert Smith, backed by Chief William 
Lane and several members of the police force. Smith presented 
three main suggestions for council’s consideration. 


Plan A called for the temporary 
utilization of the building's upstairs 
present meeting room and s mall 
council room to be used exclusively 
by the police department (not to be 
confused with council chambers 
which would not be used by po¬ 
lice). Meanwhile plans for the con¬ 
struction of an extension to the 
present city building should be 
expedited. 

Plan B entailed conversion of the 
Ridge Road center into a total 
police facility. 

Plan C would mean the construc¬ 
tion of a new building to house 
the police department. S.mith poin¬ 
ted out that before this was done 
it would be necessary to assess the 
need of the community. It would 
also be necessary to float a bond 
issue. 

Glese Comments 

City manager James Giese noted 
that there was overcrowding in all 
parts of the municipal building 
although the space problem was 
most acute in the police department. 
He mentioned that he had a sec¬ 
retary who had to be in the hall 
and at present had two people 
working upstairs in the space that 
would go to the police if plan A 
were to be put into effect. Giese 
advocated seeking a solution that 
would solve more than one aspect 
of the problem. He said he was not 
willing to commit himself to giving 
up the two rooms at this time. 

Councilman Charles Schwan said 
it was evident that there was an 
“immediate and long range prob¬ 
lem" and a “need to plan for both." 

The conversion of the Ridge Road 
Center did not seem to be a feasible 
plan. Giese pointed out that the 
building would need extensive mod¬ 
ifications and the renovations might 
turn out to be as costly as a new 
building. There was also uncer¬ 
tainty about whether the land could 
be used for this purpose because 
federal grant money was used or¬ 
iginally for its purchase for recrea¬ 
tional purposes. Also the neighbor¬ 
hood is much more residential 
than that near the site of the pre¬ 
sent municipal building. 

In discussing plan A Giese sta¬ 
ted that plans for the proposed 
addition had not gotten far because 
council had indicated there was not 
enough money for an addition and 
also necessary parkland. However, 
he thought the council could get 
some property on Parcel 1 and also 
build an addition out of existing 
capital improvements money. 

If the upstairs rooms were given 
to the police it would be necessary 
for them to be used exclusively by 
the police once their files were 
placed there. Several other city 
rooms were suggested as alterna ¬ 
tive meeting places for citizen 
groups . . . Youth Center, Ridge 
Road Center and council chambers. 

Giese stated that even with an 
addition to the present municipal 
building there would still be a 
space problem. This would only be 
an interim plan. 

Other Comments 

A new building could be construc¬ 
ted near the present fire depart¬ 
ment. Access to city roads is good 
and it is not in a highly residential 
area. A bond isue would be nece¬ 
ssary if citizens approved this plan. 
Giese pointed out that there were 
drawbacks to the police leaving the 
municipal building. Someone would 
be needed to take charge of the 
building at night and money would 
have to be put into the budget for 
this. 

Other plans were offered. One 
was to look at possible locations in 
other parts of the city. The Spring- 
hill Lake Shopping Center has poor 
access to main arteries and Beltway 
Plaza is in a congested area. Sub¬ 
stations might be feasible. 

A suggestion to put the present 
municipal building up for sale also 
was not feasible. The market for 
such a building is limited and the 


market value not high enough to 
be profitable. 

When asked if the present muni¬ 
cipal building would be large en¬ 
ough for city offices if the police 
had their own building, Giese said 
there would be no room for any 
expansion. He explained that new 
agencies might have to be added 
and that he would prefer to have 
them all under one roof. Giese ask¬ 
ed how long the city would want 
to go on leasing space for Green¬ 
belt CARES, for example, especial¬ 
ly if it should be taken on as a 
city department. 

After listening to the various 
plans and discussions Mayor Rich¬ 
ard Pilski commented that council 
could not take definite steps with¬ 
out more facts and until the wishes 
of the community were known. 
Giese was asked to come up with 
some plan to utilize the rooms in 
question, to find out what money 
was available for land on Parcel 
1 and building from capital im¬ 
provement funds, and to prepare 
several possibilities. This plan is 
to be ready in early February.

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More on Solar Heat 

To the Editor : 

Mr. Nowick's letter which ap¬ 
peared in the January 2 News Re¬ 
view regarding my being ill-in¬ 
formed deserves the following re¬ 
buttal : 

1. Solar Array: Roof-top place¬ 
ment of the solar array was chosen 
due . to the historic opposition of 
the membership-at-large to any 
and all encroachment of the open 
space when enlargement of park 
ing lots was being considered. 
Also, such an arrangement would 
reduce over-all cost of the conver¬ 
sion. 

2. Storage Tanks: Under-the- 
Loor placement of the storage 
tanks was chosen since heat that 
rises from the tank by radiation 
or conduction helps to warm the 
house - in our case the lower floor 
which is the most used area of the 
house. 

3. Individual Controls: Installa¬ 
tion of controls to shut off the 
heat in individual homes at the 
resident s discretion permits the 
system to be operated at the low¬ 
est energy requirement at a given 
time. Such an arrangement per- 
m.ts the greatest storage of energy 
at a given time. 

4. Back-Up System: Since most 
of the components of the back-up 
system are already in place - ra¬ 
diators and attendant piping - the 
inclusion of a back-up system 
would reduce the size of the solar 
array(s) and storage tank(s). This 
would greatly reduce the over-all 
cost of th* conversion. 

5. Insulation: While our units nr** 
c >rm and snug, the over-all da- 
s’gn is not up to recommended 
s'^ndards cf insulation and/or 
thermal banders such as vestibules. 
To bring cur units up bo standard 
would add to the over-all cost of 
conversion. 

6 Trade-off; Due to the compar¬ 
atively ;hort remaining life spans 
hf our units, if the month-by- 
r^nth cost of the combined instal- 
' Vn cost and operating cost of 

r * 1 ' other type of conversion 
proved to be lower than for a 
sol r>r heat system, the other sys¬ 
tem should be adopted since it 
wjuld provide a saving over the 
.'.Mar h^at system. 

My letter of December 12 and 
the above point-by-point rebuttal 
was and is based upon the para¬ 
meters and design criteria of 
SEAL’S solar heating projects per- 

*ning to residential heating that 
were sponsored by the Federal 
Government and are currently in 
operation.

The Greenbelt Lake is open for 
ice skating when weather condi¬ 
tions are favorable.

During cold weather, persons in¬ 
terested in ascertaining the condi¬ 
tion of the ice at the lake should 
call the Greenbelt Police, 471-5454. 
T t is impossible to continually test 
ice thickness over all areas of 
the lake, so skating will always 
be at the risk of the participant. 
Recommended areas of skating 
are the shore lines and the bay 
around the peninsula. A green 
flag will be displayed on the band¬ 
stand flagpole to indicate “Skat¬ 
ing at your own risk”. The lake 
area around th^ dam and spillway 
should be avoided, as open water 
is usuallv found in these areas. 
Parents should accompany voung 
children. Skaters should also a- 
v oid gathering in groups on the 
ice. 

The Recreation Department will 
attempt to provide assistance at 
the lake during week days from 
4 p.m. until dark and on holidays 
Saturdays and Sundays from 9 
a m. to dark. No skating will be 
allowed on the lake after dark. 
No fires will be allowed at the 
lake except those provided by the 
city because of the scarcity of fire¬ 
wood and danger of brush fires.

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City Manag er Presents 
Initial Playground Report 


A city staff report has raised 
the question whether the city 
should be operating and maintain¬ 
ing: playgrounds located on 

GHI property, when it does not 
maintain any other playground lo¬ 
cated on private property. 

The situation is this. Eight 
playgrounds are located on 
GHI property. By means of an 
exchange of letters many years 
ago, GHI has permitted the city 
to place and maintain playground 
equipment on its property at no 
charge. None of the apartment 
complexes in the city are served 
b |r city playgrounds. There is also 
little playground equipment con¬ 
veniently located to the single fa¬ 
mily home residents. 

In contrast to the playgrounds 
that serve children in the imme¬ 
diate neighborhood, there are three 
play areas that serve broad areas 
o€ the community — at the Lake 
Bark, Candy Cane City, and the 
Youth Center. 

The report notes that there has 
been a lack of playgrounds in the 
single family home areas in part 
because of difficulty in finding ap¬ 
propriate sites, in part because par¬ 
ents with children at the play¬ 
ground age frequently provide 
their own playground equipment 
and in part because the children 
of single family neighborhoods tend 
to be older than in the GHI and 
apartment areas and are less in¬ 
terested in playgrounds. 

Each of the apartment projects 
including the condominium apart¬ 
ment projects are served by more 
than one playground area of a 
private nature. In general, these 
playgrounds, city manager James 
Giese said, are better maintained 
and sometimes are considerably 
more elaborate than those owned 
by the city. 

Most of the playgrounds in the 
city are what^ are. known _as tot lots 
and appeal primarily to children 
under six. There are a few 
playgrounds that appeal to chil¬ 
dren between the ages of 6 and 12. 
These are located at the elemen¬ 
tary schools and at the Lake Park. 
There are a few pieces of equip¬ 
ment in other playgrounds that 
have some appeal to children of 
this age and the paved basketball 
courts are used by the older children 
in this age group as well as by 
teenagers. Council has directed 
that the playground at the Jaycee 
Club House next to St. Hugh's be 
designed for this 6-12 age group. 

Task Force at Work 

A task force consisting of rec¬ 
reation director Hank Irving, pub¬ 
lic works director, Albert S. Attick, 
park superintendent Dennis Door- 
nekamp, and assistant city man¬ 
ager Dennis E. Piendak has been 
surveying the existing play areas to 
determine their condition, the 
need for new equipment, the de¬ 
gree of vandalism, and degree of 
use. 

The task force concluded that 
in general the city playgrounds 
were in reasonably good condition. 
"The appearance of many of the 
playgrounds could be improved by 
such things as painting of equip¬ 
ment or improving the appearance 
of the site (grass, fill, etc.), but 
this would not make them function 
any better/" the report said. "The 
principal problem is that of broken 
equipment resulting from either 
misuse or vandalism/* 

The report refers to difficulties 
in keeping the equipment in good 
condition and getting replacement 
parts. The springs of the spring 
animals are frequently subjected 
to breakage as a result of abuse 
by older persons and the city is 
reevaluating the use of this type 
of playground equipment 

Playground Surfaces 

Maintenance of the ground and 
the playground area presents a 
number of problems. Ideally, Giese 
said, there should be at every 
playground under the equipment 
some type of shock absorbing ma¬ 
terial such as sand or some type 
of mulch, since in any playground 
it is impossible to maintain grass 
in the high use areas, under 
swings, at slides, etc. But it is 
difficult to keep the loose material 


under the equipment 

A number of city playgrounds 
have asphalt under the play equip¬ 
ment. In general these play¬ 
grounds present the best site ap¬ 
pearance and are the easiest to 
maintain. But the city's program 
to place asphalt under play e- 
quipment was terminated some 
time ago at the direction of council 
after the receipt of some citizen’s 
complaint as to the safety of this 
type of playground. 

Trash and Litter 

Litter is another problem at most 
playgrounds. Most of the litter is 
not caused by the children play¬ 
ing at the playgrounds but by per¬ 
sons passing through the play¬ 
grounds or by playground areas 
being used by older children for a 
variety of activities. 

Broken glass is a particularly 
difficult problem which seems to 
be unsolvable. While the larger 
pieces of glass can be picked up 
and removed, it is virtually impos¬ 
sible to retrieve every piece of 
broken glass. 

The task force noted no differ¬ 
ences in the litter problem between 
playgrounds having trash contain¬ 
ers and playgrounds not having 
trash containers. In view of the 
fact that the trash containers are 
extensively vandalized and are 
usually eyesores because of van¬ 
dalism, Giese raised the possibility 
of their removal. 

Additional Equipment 

The staff said that those items 
of equipment felt to be most de¬ 
sirable to add to the playgrounds 
were park benches permanently in¬ 
stalled, picnic tables, and climbers. 
At least one chair swing for use 
by little children was recommend¬ 
ed. The report noted that the ap¬ 
pearance of play equipment would 
be greatly improved by painting, 
but cautioned that it is impossible 
to_maintam paint at areas of high 
wear such as handrails of slides. 

The report concluded that it 
would be necessary for the city to 
substantially increase its park 
maintenance budget and the size 
of its park crew if it were to keep 
the playgrounds in good appear¬ 
ance and good condition with ad¬ 
ded equipment. Council referred 
the report to tile Park and Rec ¬ 
reation Advisory Board for study.
